1. (Currently amended) A nransmitter foi use in a lire condition moniioring apparanis in 
which the transnuner is mounted in a wheel of a vehicle by an automatic mounting machine, 
wherein the automatic mounting machine has a jig, the transmitter comprising: 

a measuring-transmitting portion, which measures data representing the conditions of a 
tire mounted on flie wheel, and transmits data indicating the condition of the ure; 

a valve stem, which is inserted into the wheel for allowing air to flow into the tire, the 

valve stem having a base end; and 

a casing for accommodating the measuring-transmitting portion, the casing being fixed to 
the base end of the valve stem so - as not to bo movoblo rolativo to tho valvo ctem , the casing 
having a recessed engagement portion, wherein the jig of the autoroanc mounting machine 
engages with the recessed engagement portion during mounting; 

^herein the recessed ffT^pa^ement p ortion has a shape such that rotfttiQn of ftg casinfl 
relative to the jip is limited ^hitn held bv the lie. 

2. (Previously Presented) The transmitter according to claim 1, wherein the recessed 
engagement portion is located on an extension of a center axis line of the valve stem. 

3. (Original) The transnainer according to claim 2, wherein the casing has an air bole that 
allows air to flow into the tire through the valve stem.

7. (Currently amended) A nransmitter for use in a tire condition nusnitoring apparatus in 
which the transmitter is mounted in a wheel of a vehicle by an automatic mounting machine, 
wherein the automatic mountii^ machine has a jig, the nansnainer comprising: 

a measuring-iransmitung portion, which measures data representing the conditions of a 
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tire mounted on the wheel, and iransnuts data indicating condition of the lire; 

a valve stem, which is insened into the wheel and allows air to flow into the tire, the 

valve stem having a base end and 

a casing for accommodating the measuring-transrmtting poition. the casing being fixed to 
the base end of the valve stem jo oa not to bo mo>ublo rolativo to tho >alvo stem, wherein *e 
casing has a recessed portion, wherein the jig of the automauc mounting machine engages with 
the recessed portion during mounting, [[and]] wherein the recessed portion is located on an 
extension of a center axis line of the valve stem so that a center axis line of the jig coincides with 
the center axis line of the valve stem when the jig engages with the recessed portion , and wherein 
the recessed poniftn has a shap^ such that rotat i on of the ca sing r elative to The jig is limjtgd when 
held bv the iie . 

8. (Original) The transmitter according to claim 7, wherein the recessed poition has an air 
hole that allows air to flow into the tire ^ugh the valve st«n. 

9. (Original) The transmitter according lo claim 7, wherein, when the jig engages with the 
engagement portion, the casing is prevented from being rotated. 

10. (New) The iransrainer according to claim 3. wherein the air hole serves as the 
engagement recessed portion. 

11. (New) The transmitter according to claim 7, wherein the air hole serves as *e 
recessed portion. 
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
